Hie quick* ami efficient action taken; by all the 
Antioch departments and organizations concern- 
ed |n the safety of the general public during the 
tornado alert last Saturday in Antioch. 

Civil Defense Director Ed Frazier, radio dis- 
patcher Viv Maplethorpe, the Antioch Police, 
the Rescue Squad, the Antioch; Fire Department, 
all moved promptly and, with decision to try to 
make sure that if a twister should touch the vil- 
lage, injuries would-ibe kept to a minimum. 

On the whole, the general public co-operat- 
ed. However,. the police had to cope with a few 
impatient peopje who* prefer to ignore warnings 
and proceed with business as usual. 

When the tornado alert warnings came over 
the police radio, the dispatcher contacted Civil 
Defense Director Ed Frazier. Unable to locate 
the Mayor, Frazier issued the order to blow the 
siren. 

Some shoppers ignored the first warnings of 
the siren. It was blown again, and people headed 
' fur nearby buildings for protection. . 

Urged on by the police, the streets were soon 
clearer! of people. A few people grew bored with 
waiting for the All Clear and attempted to leave, 
but the police politely but firmly sent them back 
to shelter. 

This was Antioch's first real test of the siren 
. and the procedure to be followed in case of a 
warning of this kind. And the surprising and com- 
forting thing is that no details seem to have been 
neglected. 

Youngsters who were swimming at the An- 
tioch Pool were picked up by Police Chief Harold 
Mason and brought to the Antioch Police Sta- 
tion, where the Chief's daughter took over as 
''baby sitter" for the group. 

Members of the Antioch Grade School Band 
were on the street taking, donations for their an- 
nual Tag Day. Businessmen in the area where 
they were located saw to it thaLttyey took shelter. 

The Antioch Rescue Squad stood by till the 
• danger was over, and with the police squad cars 
patrolling the street to make sure, no one was risk- 
ing his life needlessly. - 1 

Members ofUhe Antioch Fire Department re- 
ported and helped the police in keeping people 
informed of,the danger. 

Fortunately, Antioch was spared the devas- 
tation of a tornado. Let's hope we'll never see one. 
But remember, there simply isn't timfe to seek ade- 
. quate shelter, as a rule, if you wait to make sure 
a tornado is going to strike in your vicinity. 

• The experience of other towns show the ter- 
rible loss of life that can .result when people re- 
fuse to take the tornado alert seriously. We're 
grateful that our village officialsare doing their 
best to see that such a needless tragely never hap- 
pens in our village.

Your Congressman 
Reports 

By Cong. Robert McClorv 

In n few days the Congress 
will he compelled to Increase 
the national debt limit to a 
record level— possibly $305 
billion— an increase of #20 
billion from the present 
"temporary" ceiling of $330 
billion. This proposal should 
give some suggestion to the 
American taxpayer of the 
proclivity of this Admlnistrn*. 
lion to spend money far be- 
yond the revenues Which lite 
government receives. ■« 

It may be recalled, that 
when the* budget was pre- 
sented to the Congress for 
the fiscal year ending July 
I, 1007. it was estimated that 
a deficit or $1.8 billion might 
result. This deficit estimate 
has been revised from time 
to time, "so thai how it is 
authoritatively estimated that 
the dericlt Tor this period 
may actually total about $20 
billion. 

The war in Vietnam and 
other military "expenses con- 
tribute substantially to the 
discouraging national fiscal- 
picture. However, the de- 
fense deficit accounts for 
only about half of ; this finan- 
cial miscalculation: The rosy 
of' the red figure has been 
caused by underestimating or 
deliberately misrepresenting 
the extent of non-defense 
spending. 

It should be pointed out 
that whereas defense spend- 
ing, rose 65% from 1000 to 
1007, non-defense spending 
(not including Interest to 
service the national debt) 
has risen by 07%. For. ex- 
ample, programs designed 
to combat poverty, will cost 
$22 billion during the. pres- 
ent fiscal year.. Instead of 
making progress toward* a 
balanced budget, the trend 
under this Administ ration's 
policies appears to be .in the 
opposite direction. 

The Administration's re- 
quest for a tax increase 
(mainly) a Q% surtax on cor- 
porations), has been accom- 
panied by actions considerab- 
ly less than enthusiastic. At. 
the same time, the Adminis- 
tration is seeking to encour- 
age corporate activity by re- 
storing tiie 7% investment 
credit — which was suspended 
by Administration action just 
a few months ago as a move 
to "cool off" the economy. 
The eleme/its which appear 
to be lacking in Administra- 
tion circles are those of ex- 
penditure restraint and of 
fiscal responsibility and con- 
trol. 

There can. he- no question 
that a healthy national econ- 
omy must be based on sound 
national policies. While it is 
difficult to identify the exact 
policies which direct the fis- 
cal actions of this Adminis- 
tration, this much" is clear: 
The Administration indicates 
no intent to cut back on do- 
mestic spending programs, 
even though the funding of 
these programs involves 
spending money which we do 
not have. 

The national debt ceiling

Teacher's Retirement 
Pension

l wish also to straighten 
the record insofar as pro- 
moting "new types of radical 
legislation and seryices." I 
stated in the report that I 
was in general agreement 
with many of the proposals

CI) I approved the pro- 
posal to permit counties and 
the state' to purchase rights" 
of way for future additions to 
highways in those situations 
where the owner of Ihc. prop- 
erty concerned .was proceed 
,ing lo improve it with a new 



building or other Installation. 
This type of legislation lias 
lioeu in effect in many stales. 
In fact, I could only recall 
one, . namely, Illinois, which 
does not. permit such acquisi- 
tion. This has cost the tax 
payers literally millions of 
dollars. 

Statements have appeared 
in the press and In other 
news media that the Com- 
mission's proposals to In- 
crease revenues would place 
Illinois in the highest brack- 
et in- the United States. This 
is a completely false state- 
ment! Illinois itas been at 
the bottom of the totem pole 
Insofar .as users revenue is 
concerned. By users rev- 
enue I mean the taxes levied 
in the form of motor fuel. 
tax and license fees against 
a motor vehicle. There is 
no state that levies less. Illi- 
nois has been below the na- 
tional average for. over 13 
years and presently is 40% 
below the average users rev- 
enues in other states. When 
compared with . industrial 
states the situation becomes 
alarming. Attached hereto 
is a comparison taken from 
a commercial magazine, Tlie 
arllcle-is three-years old-and 
it is quite likely that the dif- 
ference is even greater at 
this time; 

The -"lobbyists for the truck- 
ers and the oil industry, have 
been " very active in Spring- 
field in attempting to pre- 
vent any increase. Histori- 
cally both of these groups 
have, in tlie past, fought ev- 
ery proposed raise in users 
taxes. The oil industry fought 
the original gasoline tax all 
the way -up to the supreme 
Court. 1 The only other meth- 
od that Is availalc for 'cop- 
slrucling highways is by levy- 
ing a real estate tax. I am a 
firm believer 'that the major- 
ity of all taxes for highway 
purposes should be provided 
by the user. 

Opposition has also arisen 
from manufacturers of die- 
sel equipment as well as the 
truckers to an increase in 
the tax on diesel fuel. The 
truckers are rapidly chang- 
ing from gasoline to diesel 
power. My own department 
is also'ehanging as fast. as we 
fire able. We find that we 
can operate a diesel from 80 
lo 100% farther on a gallon 
of diesel fuel than a similar 
truck using gasoline. If you 
are disturbed by one of these 
large truck vans passing you 
on the highway, you may be 
more concerned to learn 
that if powered with a diesel 
engine, he is probably not' 
paying any more per mile 
than the normal motorist is 
insofar as gasoline or diesel 
tax is concerned. A situa- 
tion like this should not he 
tolerated. 

Some truckers have ob- 
jected to' the above compari- 
son of diesel fuel versus gas-

HOT?— WATCH FOR 
FOOD POISONJNG 

Illness caused by food poi- 
soning is a particular hazard 
in hot weather, Dr. Franklin 
D. Yoder, director of the llli- 
tlcalth, cautioned. , 

Dr. Yoder said that most 
instances of rood poisoning 
result from rood that is 
handled too much, inade- 
quately processed or imper- 
fectly preserved. Potato and 
similar salads are examples 
of food that is excessively 
handled and often imperfect- 
ly preserved. It should be 
prepared quickly, covered 
and promptly refrigerated 
until it is eaten. 

Hot, creamed. or scalloped 
dishes, especially those con- 
taining milk, eggs, flour or 
starch, should be cooked just 
before picnic time and kept 
piping hot until served. Any 
meat, fish or poultry pre- 
cooked for salads should be 
cooked quickly after cooking. 
Slow cooling of large 
amounts invites bacterial 
growth. 

Another common type or 
bacteria that causes food in- 
fection is salmonella, he said. 
Foods usually Involved, in 
salmonella infections are in- 
adequately cooked egg prod- 
ucts and poultry and non-pas- 
teurized milk and cheese.

To the left~oTthe entrance 
hall Is the formal living 
room, beautifully furnished 
in pieces of that era. A few 
of the outstanding pieces in 
this* room are a solid rose- 
wood niclodcon made in 
11143; a Dresden oil lamp; A 
Gone With the Wind lamp, 
with reverse painting on the 
Inside of the globe: a- royal 
Vienna porcelain ' cremation 
urn of the year .1740. -A pic- 
ture on the urn was of the 
person whose ashes reposed 
inside. 

In the downstairs bedroom 
is a solid walnut bed with a 
high headboard, ornately 
carved yith cupid-likc figures 
and flowers. The bed and 
matching dresser were dis- 
played at the Columbian Ex- 
position. Anderson bought 
them from the granddaugh- 
ter of the man who -made 
them.

One wall 
is covered with, cabinets of 
inlaid wood, another acqui- 
sition from the World's Fair. 

The upstairs bedrooms 
reached by an open curving 
staircase, have been convert 
cd into bedroom-living room- 
kitchen apartments for the 
housekeeper and man-of-all- 
work. In one kitchen, an elec- 
tric stove Is a copy of a black, 
wood-burning kitchen range 
of . former days, The oven 
control is set in an old coffee 
grinder. 

All the rooms upstairs 
keep to the Victorian decor. 
Thc_ bathrooms have modern 
appointments, but arc not 
obtrusively modern in ap 
pearance. 

The woodwork and slaic 
railings throughout the house 
arc walnut, which Mr. An- 
derson re-finished himself, 
t Atop the house, reached 
by 26 narrow steps, Is the 
widow's walk, a small, niany- 
wlndowcd room which gives 
a. magnificent view of the 
countryside. From this van- 
tage point the original build- 
ers could look out over their

The figures are based 
not only on our own experi- 
ence but those published by 
one of the largest .

The county, 
during the past few years, 
has received more state funds 
proportionately than any oth- 
er county in the state includ- 
ing Cook.

Illinois Bell Manager Jerry 
Babb says the 1087 telephone 
book lints some' 18,700 cus- 
tomers in the local white 
pages at the front of the book 
and 08,000 in the regional 
section at the back. Between 
the two alphabetical listings 
Is a. section of Yellow Pages, 
containing addresses ', and 
teclptione numbers of " busi- 
nesses in -this area that arc 
offering their products and 
services. 

Said Manager" Rabb, "This 
new telephone directory, 
though a far cry from that 
first New Haven directory, 
still ' Is designed to meet the 
needs of customers who most 
frequently phone nearby 
homes and businesses. The 
' front local section enables 
callers to took up these num- 
bers without thumbing 
through hundreds of pages, 

"The regional white pages 
at the back contain listings 
for a much larger area. As 
calling rates are . reduced, 
many customers are calling 
distant suburbs more often. 
"And since so many long 
distance calls are now being 
dialed directly," Babb said, 
"customers may want to or- 
der telephone books for oth- 
er towns In the United Stat 
es.. -Virually . every . dirtctoif 
published in the* United 
States is available on request 
from the telephone company 
business office. . 

"Books from overseas also
